THE NEW SENIORS 

Tho exorcises next Monday morning will comprise Gould's 
fourth Commencement during tho present war. 

Tho class that marches, capped and gowned, Into tho Bingham 
Gym this year will have boon more greatly affected by the war 
than any previous graduating class at Gould. Of tho 45 members 
who will bo presont, only 14 are boys. .Eight others are in military 
training, two are ovorseas, and ono has boon killed in action.’ Of 
tho boyo who are here for Commencement four .are already on* 
listed, two are honorably discharged from service, and three more 
are oxpeeting to be drafted immediately. 

Tho manpower shortago has made itself felt throughout tho 
school year. In somo activities other boys took tho places of Uncle 
Sam's recruits. In the Outing Club and on the yearbook and 
BLUE AND GOLD staffs girls stopped into the vacancies. On the 
athletio toama it was a more serious -matter to patch some of the 
gaping holes, and, indeed, there haven't been enough senior letter- 
men to fill all tho captaincies this year. 

Despite these shifts and apparent inadequacies, however, the 
activities h^tve moved ahead, plans havo boon laid for a student 
council, and the teams have mado a numbor of good showings, 
notably in tho fine season of the baseball toam and in the school 
records which have been broken by members of tho track toam. 
This in itself should be a lesson to those underclassmen who at 
thio timo of year shuffle sadly about tho campus asking each other, 
"What shall wo ever do without tho seniors?” It may also bo a 
lesson to thoso seniors who believo themselves indisponaable. 

Tho class which next fall will move into the limelight and 
responsibilities of the senior year is not only the largest in Gould’s 
history, but from all indications ono of tho most capable. Through- 
out the year its members have crowded the honor roll, and it has 
furnished an average of about 45 per cent of thoso studonta out for 
sports and other activities. The juniors as a class havo won more 
competitions this year than any other class. 

In tho past few weeks we havo witnessed the selection of 
officers for several of the school organizations. Next year Dexter 
Stowel) will head the Chapman Club, Ted Emery will be president 
of the Seience Club, Marie White will lead the Girls' Athletic 
Association, the BLUE AND GOLD will be edited by Margery Ann 
Howard, Don Brooks is to be captain of football, and Gordon Lawry 
-will head the basketball team. These and others to bo olected in 
the fall are the students who, we fool sure, can and will ably take 
the places of the present seniors. 

Tho strong and willing Class of '46 must assume over greater 
responsibilities than its predecessors, though. To the new seniors 
goes the ehanee to prove that the student council which, has been 
arranged for during these past weeks can bo put into effective 
action. Here again we are confident of their abilities. 

We hopo that the class which is graduated next Monday will 
be the last of those sent out to fight. At this time next year we 
hope to print on these pages tho story of a strong and happy 
graduating class, of both boys and girls going on to college, and 
of previous graduates returning to attend tho senior reception and 
alumni luncheon. 

Lot this, then, be among tho thoughts of the solemn seniors 
who march into the gym Monday morning. Let them look forward 
not only to their own futures, but also to tho future- of the school 
thoy leave bohind. Let them think of tho new seniors. 

And then let them work and fight for tho realization of that 
First post-war Commencement at Gould.
